NEW YORK, June 30 (AP)— 
Steel wage negotiators met for 
three hours today and reported 


*“no change” in a deadlocked ef- | 


fort to avert an industry-wide 
strike at midnight tonight. 


The meeting ended at 1 p.m., 
just 11 hours before the walk- 
out of 650,000 workers was 
scheduled to start. 

“No change,’ John S. Ste- 
phens, chief industry negotia- 
tor, told reporters in response 
to questions as to whether there 
had been any progress. 

The negotiators — said 
would meet again at 4 o’clock. 


David J. McDonald, presidént | 


of United Steelworkers, said the 


companies still were persisting | 
“in attempting to force ah un- | 
acceptable four-year, four-month | 
contract with reduced benefits 


upon their employes.” 

The companies originally pro- 
posed a five-year contract, re- 
jected by the union as “too 
long.” They later proopsed the 
four-year, four-month term with 
proportionately reduced bene- 
fits. The one expiring at mid- 
night is a two-year conthact. 

Furnaces Being Cooled. 


With the negotiators working | 


into the final hours before the 


strike deadline, the furnaces of 


the steel mills were “being 
cooled, and production fn the 
vital industry neared a halt. 
“The United Steelworkers of 
America does not want a 
Strike,” McDonald said in a 
statement. “The union is ready, 


as it has been throughout, to | 
negotiate a reasonable settle- | 


ment. The steel companies, 
however, still persist in at- 
tempting to force an unaccept- 
able four-year, four-month con- 
tract with reduced benefits up- 
on their employes. 

“Time is running. out. Yet 
a settlement can still be con- 
cluded before the deadline if 
the steel industry will pursue 
a path of reason, rather than 
the road to reaction. 

“The*union wants a just and 
fair settlement. It wants no 
more; it will take no less. There 
is no need for a shutdown in 
steel. If one occurs at mid- 
night tonight, the responsi- 
bility will rest entirely with the 
steel industry.” 


Talks Began Month Ago. 


The negotiations were started | 


more than a month ago bhe- 
tween thé union and companies 
which produce 90 per cent or 
more of the country’s steel. 
The Eisenhower Adminis- 
tration, meanwhile, took a 
hands-off attitude toward the 
negotiations for the moment 
Secretary of Labor James P. 
Mitchell said last night: “Rep- 
resentatives of labor and man- 
agement in the steel industry 
are responsible, mature, ex- 
perienced negotiatiors. I  be- 
lieve thit they are well aware 
of their mutual responsibilities 
to the general public and to 


the employes and stockholders | 


of the steel industry. I am sure 


possible within the processes 
of free collective bargaining 
to avert a strike.” 

Mitchell said federal media- 
tion services are “available to 
the parties if they wish them.” 

The union has asked for a 
“substantial” but unspecified 
wage increase over the present 
average pay of $2.46 an hour, 
double pay for Sunday, time 
and a half pay for Saturdays, 
a 52-week layoff pay plain, a 
company-paid insurance _ pro- 
gram and other benefits.

Any Wage Increase 
Agreed On Is to Be 
Retroactive — Union 
Action Unanimous. 


A proposal for ap indefinite 
extension of the present con- 
tract with Granite City Steel | 
Co., avoiding a strike at the 
plant, was approved by about 
600 members of the United 
Steelworkers of America mass 
meeting today. | 

By a unanimous voice vote, 
the steelworkers voted to ac- 
cept a negotiating committee's 
report recommending an exten- 
sion of the contract beyond the 
deadline of midnight tonight 

Under the agreement, any 
wage increase that might be 
put into effect would be retro- 
active to July 1. Any revision 
of present insurance, pension 
and unemployment benefits 
would become effective Nov. 1. 

The contract extension would 
be subject to termination by 
either the union or the firm 
upon 48 hours’ notice. 

The negotiating committee's 
report was presented by Lloyd 
McBride, international repre- 
sentative of the Steelworkers’ 
union. About 3600 of the plant's 
5100 employees belong to four 
steelworkers’ locals 

McBride emphasized that the 
negotiations have been “prom- 
ising, constructive and sincere” | 
and he said he believed both 
parties were working toward 
an agreement. 

However, he said the union 
fully intends to. settle certain 
outstanding major differences.

A group of Japanese scien- 
tists who returned today from 
a radiation check of the Paci- 
fic said they believed the June 
13 explosion was caused by a 
Uranian-wrapped plutonium 
bomb in the Eniwetok-Bikini 
atomic proving grounds. 

The scientists recommended 
the government resume Geiger- 
checking of tuna from Pacific 
waters unloaded in Japanese 
ports because of the United 
States atomic tests. 

Their report found that in 
general, the radioactive effects 
of the explosions were weaker 
than two years ago when the 
Americans carried out a similar 
series of tests. But the group 
said it found “stronger radio- 
activity” in marine life in some 
waters.

Ahead lay first a compromise 
of this bill, and then House and 
Senate battles over actual ap- 
propriations. 

The Senate beat down every 
attempt to put in amendments 
opposed by the Administration, 
including two big across-the- 
board cuts in the $4,502,000,000 
program recommended by its 
Foreign Relations committee. 
Instead. It added $60,000,000 for 
two special programs. The 
amount is still about $340,000,- 
000 below Mr Eisenhower's 
$4.900,000,000 request

ROTERS HOLDING 
QUTINBUILOINGS 


Business Men Leaving 
City Declare Uprising 
Is Broken, but Toll 
May Far Exceed Of. 
ficial Figures. 


BERLIN, June 30 (UP)— 
Western business men who left 
Poznan early today said. “ter- 
rific fighting” still was going 
on in the strike-paralyzed Po- 
lish city but that the Com- 
munists had command of the 
situation 

The Warsaw radio admitted 
resistance continued. A broad- 
cast said troops were searching 
Poznan for “individual diver- 
sionists.”’ 

The business men, arriving 
in Berlin from the international 
fair at Poanan, said the num- 
ber of dead in the uprising 
which flared Thursday “might 
run into the hundreds.” The 
Polish government said yester- 
day 38 persons were killed and 
270 wounded in the first day 
of the disorders. 

Eyewitnesses said Polish 
security forces were still shoot- 
ing down defiant rebels when 
their train left Poznan this 
morning for West Berlin. 

One British business man said 
rebels “are holding out in iso- 
lated buildings and on roof-tops. 
The firing was terrific.” 

But another business man 
said: “There is nothing left for 
the rebels still holding out but 
to die. They have no hope of 
winning.” 

Official Polish reports insist- 
ed the situation was quiet fol- 
lowing a radio speech by Com- 
munist Premier Josef Cyrankie- 
wicz last night. The Premier 
admitted that the initial dem- 
onstration had “become a mat- 
ter of armed assault.” 

The business men said their 


train pulled out of Poznan at 
1:30 a.m, 
“There was shooting all 


around the station and on the 
fairgrounds itself,” one said. 
Truck Loads of Captives. 

Two West German business 
men said they saw Communist 
troops carting off at gunpoints 
truckloads of captured rebels 
who defiantly shouteg: “Death 
to Communism, Poland will. be 
free.” 

“Poznan looks like Berlin did 
on the last day of the war,” one 
business man _ said. “Tanks 
roared through the city, fighter 
planes zoomed overhead, jeeps 
ull of soldiers patroled the 
streets. There was sporadic fir- 
ing as the Communists tracked 
down resistance fighters. Reb- 
els held out on rooftops and 
fired down into the streets at 
the troops.” 

However, they agreed that 
the back of the resistance had 
been broken by the military 
superiority of the Communist 
tanks and troops and that rebel 
fighting was disorganized and 
sporadic 

The business men took issue 
with the Polish government 
claim that the general strike 
was over and the “vast major- 
ity” of strikers had returned to 
work 

Théy said the strike which 
flared into the revolt still crip- 
pled the city. 

“There is no food in the whole 
city a Western business man 
said. “Even the hotels for for- 
eigners are running out of food 
Some foodstores have reopened 
but they have no food because 
it was looted on the first day of 
the uprising.” 

He said only a “small num- 
ber” of Poles have returned to 
their jobs. “People are staying 
at home or milling around the 
streets In a rebellious and sul- 
len mood,” he said 

Army Loyal to Communists. 

The business men said the 
army remained loyal to the 
Communist regime, but that the 
militia and workers factory 
guards proved untrustworthy. 

(Russia claims to have no 
troops in Poland itself. While 
the Polish army is represented 
as homegrown, Western observ- 
ers believe senior Soviet offi- 
cers control the general staff. 
Former Soviet Marshal Kon- 
stantin Rokossovsky is Poland's 
defense minister, and Russian- 
trained political commissars 
work in the ranks.) 

The business men said many 
of the machine guns and rifles 
with which the rebels fought 
the troops and tanks were given 
them by militiamen and factory 
guards. ‘A dispatch from War- 
saw said the rioters seized the 
main arsenal at militia head- 
quarters and disarmed militia- 
men.) 

Demonstrators also were 
armed with weapons recovered 
from caches of the underground 
resistance fighters, the business 
men said. 

Poznan was under a virtual 
State of siege, they said. The

The announcement was made 
at the White House by Press 
Secretary James C. Hagerty 
after the President had ap- 
proved the Security Council's 
findings, arrived at in a meet- 
ing Thursday. 

It was a re-affirmation by this 
country of a part of the so- 
called “Geneva Spirit,” a 17- 
point program agreed on last 
October by the foreign minis- 
ters. Hagerty said he did not 
know whether other western 
powers would join in the re- 
affirmation. 

The White House announce- 
ment follows: 

“The President today ap- 
proved recommendations of the 
National Security Council that 
the United States should seek 
exchanges between tfe United 
States and the countries of 
eastern Europe, 
Union of Soviet Socialist Re- 
publics, along the lines of the 
17-point program put forward 
by the western foreign minis- 
ters at Geneva in October, 1955. 

“Although this program was 
unagceptable to the Soviet Gov- 
ernment at that time the Presi- 
dent believes that such a pro- 
gram, if carried out in good 
faith and with true reciprocity 
may now contribute to the bet- 
ter understanding of the peo- 
ples of the world that must be 
the foundation of peace. 

While the Kremlin undoubt- 
efily will label the move as one 
in psychological warfare. it is a

/United States, in retaliation. 
keeps close tap on movements 
of Communist diplomats in this 
country. 

The recommendation in this 
respect is: 

“Restrictions on the ability of 
members of the diplomatic mis- 
sions of the four. governments 
to travel in each other's coun- 
tries should be removed on a 
basis of reciprocity.”

Dissidents at Struck Factory 
Act to Regain Control of Union 


About a Dozen A. O. 


Smith Boilermakers 


Join Group That Has Remained in 
Plant Six Days. 


Dissident members of Boiler- 
makers’ Union Local 575 taday 
were considering steps to re- 


gain control of union affairs 
from international officers 
while some boilermakers and 


their officers began their sixth 
straight day inside the struck 
Granite City plant of A. O. 
Smith Corp. 

About a dozen boilermakers 
returned to work at the plant 
this morning, joining a small 
group which followed their 
officers through a picket line 


after a strike by machinists 
began June 16. 
Only eight pickets were on 


duty at three gates this morn- 
ing in contrast to the group 
of 25 boilermakers who gath- 
ered at the main entrance yes- 
terday. Pickets today were 
permitting free entry to the 
plant. No effort was made to 
stop the boilermakers who re- 
turned to work. 

A company spokesman con- 
tended many workers would re- 
turn to their jobs next Monday 
and Tuesday if the pickets con- 
tinue their policy of non-inter- 
ference. Ordinarily the plant 
does not operate on Saturday. 


Notices Sent. 


The company was sending 
notices today to all employes 
“we want” that they may apply 


for re-employment at the plant, 
the spokesman said. Approxi- 
mately 1475 boilermakers were 
fired last Monday. The com- 
pany said these workers will 
lose their seniority if rehired. 

The company said a “small 
number” of the 150  boiler- 
makers and supervisory em- 
ployes who had remained inside 
the plant since last Monday left 
during the night. 


Men in the plant were con- 
tinuing limited production. For 
pay purposes they were being 
credited with working two 
shifts daily, one at straight time 
and one at time-and-a-half rates. 

The workers inside the plant 
were doing their own cooking 
in the company cafeteria. Local 
president Robert Day was bak- 
ing pies. Card playing, check- 
ers and softball occupied their 
non-working hours. 

The men were sleeping in 
shifts on cots and in automo- 
biles. Morale was reported high 

Two Courses Studied. 

Two cours®§ were under con- 
sideration by striking boiler- 
makers to regain control of theif 
local affairs. On June 22 some 
local officers had been deposed 
by the international for their 
refusal to cross the machinists’ 
picket line 


Edward Groshong, attorney 
for the strikers, was airected 
yesterday to study a proposal 
that the men disaffiliate from 
the international and form an 
independent union. Groshong 
told about 700 strikers at a 
mass meeting at the Labor 
Temple in Granite City that 
there are legal difficulties in- 
volved in such a course. He 
said he would study the pro- 
posal and report at a meeting 
expected to be called Monday. 

The second effort to regain 
control was made in a telegram 
sent yesterday by strikers to 
William A. Calvin, international 
president, asking him to replace 
Fred George of Kansas City, 
an international trustee and 
leader of the group in the plant.

Carl Lutes, newly engaged 
principal] flutist of the St. Louis 
Symphony Orchestra, was the 
soloist last night at the second 
Little Symphony concert of the 
season in Washington Univer- 
sity Quadrangle. Lutes and 
the orchestra under Jascha Hor- 
enstein played the Mozart Con- 
certo in G Major (K.313), not 
grade-A Mozart but a work that 
permitted a fairly complete 
demonstration of the _ instru- 
ment, 

Lutes disclosed a firm-bodied 
tone, plenty of flexibility and 
an admirable fluency in legato 
passages. His phrasing in the 
concerto was always clear and 
logical and he supplied a touch 
of delicacy to the prevailingly 
artless mood of the musit. The 
performance by soloist and 
orchestra was cordially received. 
As an encore Lutes played De- 
bussy’s “Syrinx.” 


A novelty of uncommon and 
arresting merit was the “Var- 
iaciones Concertantes”’ by Al- 
berto Ginastera, a contemporary 
Argentine composer. Though 
identifiable as a modern work 
it was not obtrusively so; cer- 
tainly it was impressive not be- 
cause of the idiom but because 
of its strong ideas—often seri- 
ous and intense—that were di- 
rectly communicated. 

The theme. and _ variations 
plan was treated with a wide 
variety of effect by building up 
each variation around one or 
more solo instruments and also 
through an inventive use of col- 
oring Horenstein directed a 
firmly controlled, concentrated 
performance; but even though 
the work was unfamiliar it 
seemed, at times, that some of 
the values of coloring and dy- 
namics were being dissipated in 
the open or.

At a commit- 
tee hearing Tuesday night, at- 
tended by 500 persons, it was 
explained that the insertion of 
a comma between home and 
community was a typographical 
error, that what the Negro 
delegate really wrote was

Bills appropriating $12,607,- 
791 for major public improve- 
ments, a measure establishing 
fair employment practices in 
city contracts and an ordinance | 


creating the position of alder- | 


manic research director were 
passed yesterday by the Board 
of Aldermen. 

The board, which had planned 
to begin its summer recess im- 
mediately, voted to meet again 
July 13, thus delaying for two 
weeks the start of its vacation 
period. 

The bulk of the expenditures 
—$10,580,800—will be financed 
under the $110,639,000 civic | 
improvement bond issue of 
1955. The rest will be paid out 
of other bond and special 
municipal funds. 

The board also approved a 
bill authorizing the sale of 
$12,100,000 in civic improve- 
ment bonds, to help finance 
some of the current projects 
and to provide funds for others 
being planned. The city previ- 
ously sold $12,150,000 worth of 
these bonds. 

Right of Way Fund. 

The largest allotment ap- 
proved today was $2,000,000 for 
the city’s share of the cost of 
acquiring additional right of 
way for the Mark Twain and 
Boone Expressways. 
Another appropriation of $135,- 
000 was authorized to purchase 
the old Rock Island Railroad 
right of way, between DeBali- 
viere avenue andthe city limits, 
for construction of a traffic re- 
lief highway. 

The board voted $1,400,000 in 
1953 Plaza bond issue funds for 
purchase and development of 
parks in connection with the 
Plaza improvement project. | 
The land will be acquired from 
the Land Clearance for Rede- 
velopment Authority, which 
cleared the site. 

Another bill provides $1,404,- 
750 for a series of public park 
improvements, including the | 
construction .and rehabilitation 
of recreational buildings, play- 
ground and road improvements 
and landscaping. The board ap- 
proved the expenditure of $1,- 
375,000 for new street lighting 
on major thoroughfares, and 
$1,003,000 for construction of a 
new public health center at Jef-

How do you distinguish a 
takeout double from a penalty 
double? Let’s look into the sit- 
uation in the next few columns 
and see what makes the take- 
out double tick—or backfire, 
as the case may be. 

Here are the principal rea- 
sons why the takeout double 
and the responses thereto are 
often difficult to handle. First, 
the simple fact that you have 
to double for a takeout means 
your opponents have the jump 
on you by opening the bidding. 

They have already announced 
a possible line of defense to be 
used if your side plays the 
hand, And, having exchanged 
some information at the start, 
they are in a position to crowd 
the bidding so you may never 
find your right spot. 

In today’s hand, for example, 
Mr. Masters had to lose a dia- 
mond and three spades for 
down one, while 10 tricks were 
readily available at a contract 
of four hearts. 

Nobody made any bidding 
errors and yet hearts were not 
even mentioned. There wasn’t 
time. Of course, four hearts 
might not have been reached 
with Mr. Abel as the opening 
bidder, although it would have 
been more likely that way. 

A ,good player likes to make 
bid tell something about 
features of his hand—how 
uch high card strength he 
olds and where that strength 
is. 

In today’s deal Mr. Abel 
would have liked to say, “I 
have a good hand, including a 
five-card heart suit,” but un- 
fortunately that wouldn't have 
been legal. A takeout double 
Says only that the doubler has 
a good hand. It doesn’t tell 
what his best suit is. 

And yet the advantages of 
the takeout double far out- 
weigh its disadvantages. In the

Unfortunately, Fourth of July 
celebrations are fraught with 
many dangers. Organized safe- 
ty efforts have pushed down 
accident tolls where the effort 
has been consistently applied. 
A good example is the great 
reduction in,accidents due to 
fireworks. ay 

Remember “there are no 
harmless fireworks. The only 
safe way to enjoy fireworks is 
at a community celebration. 
For a number of years the City 
of St. Louis has had an ordi- 
nance prohibiting ‘the sale or 
use of fireworks (except by spe- 
cial permit) within city limits. 
However, many St. Louisians 
will be out of the city on out- 
ings and many will celebrate 
the Fourth with fireworks. Any 
injury received from fireworks 
should receive medical atten- 
tion at once. Only a doctor can 
decide if a shot of tetanus anti- 
toxin is necessary.

OTHER leading causes of 
Fourth of July casualties are 
traffic accidents and drownings. 
The only way to avoid acci- 
dents is to be above the aver- 
age in alertness, safety-minded- 
ness and self-possession. If you 
are planning an outing observe 
the following precautions: 

Avoid automobile accidents 
by driving carefully. Check 
your car for safety before start- 
ing. If you have been “drink- 
ing” don't drive! 

Avoid deep water if you are 
unable to swim—never swim 
alone. 

Take your sunshine in small 
doses, or protect yourself from 
the full intensity of the sun’s 
rays. 

Avoid drinking water from 
any but an approved supply, 
or milk that is not pasteurized. 

Protect yourself from infect- 
ed ticks by wearing protective 
clothing when walking through 
tall grass and underbrush. 
These insects fasten on the 
skin of humans and animals 
and spread tick-borne spotted 
fever. Never crush a tick with 
bare fingers. Remove it with 
tweezers or a piece of cotton 
Be sure the probe is not left 
imbedded in the flesh.

FALLS

Steel Shares Among Indus- 
trial Issues Gaining 
During the Week.

NEW YORK, June 30 (UP)— 
Industrial issues gained during 
the past week in the face of 
what appeared to be a break- 
down in negotiations to produce 
a new steel wage contract. Stee! 
shares had several periods of 
strength when Wall Street in- 
terpreted the steel] situation to 
mean a settlement would be 
reached without a strike. Even 
when it appeared as if a strike 
would be inevitable, traders 
were loath to sell the steels. 
They dipped a bit on Friday but 
most of them closed above the 
lows for that session. 

The star performers of the 
week were the aluminum shares. 
Aluminum could be a substitute 


« for some steel uses, it was held. 


Also, the various eompanies are 
operating at high rates with 
big backlogs of orders. They, 
like the steel companies, have 
wage negotiations ahead. The 
steel union controls the alum- 
inum workers. 
Gain in Average. 

The indvstrial department 
showed a gain of 4.83 on aver- 
age with the industrial figure 
closing the week at 492.72. Rails 
had several soft spots and their 
average finished at 166.69 off 
0.85 on the week. Utilities fin- 
ished not far from their best 
price since 1931 at 67.38, up 
0.89. ‘All Dow-Jones figures.)

The chief of these 
was the government's giant 
highway building program 
which’ passed both houses of 
congress after a conference had 
adjusted differences. 

Passage of this measure 
touched off demand for the 
cement issues which later suc- 
cumbed to profit-taking. They 
were higher on the week. Num- 
erous issues have been singled 
out as beneficiaries of that pro- 
gram, including the makers of 
earth moving machinery, drills, 
and the like. 

Individual Movements.
